Special Sessions Justices Set 
Free Ulrich, Who Attacked ~ 
the Negro Educator. 


HE IS. QUICKLY REARRESTED 


Wife Now Charges Him with Aban- 
donment and He Is Sent to 
the Tombs. 


” Henry A. Ulrich was acquitted yester- 
day. of the charge of assaulting Dr. 
Booker T. Washington, head of the Tus- 
kegee Institute, by Justices Moss and 
Zeller of Special Sessions, Justice O’Keefe 
dissenting. He was immediately rear- 
rested by a detective on a charge of 
abandoning ‘his wife, Mary A. Ulrich of 
Orange, N. J. He. was arraigned before 
Chief. Magistrate McAdoo in the Tombs 
Court and committed to the Tombs Prison 
until to-day, when he will be arraigned 
before a Supreme Court Justice to give 
bail pending extradition papers from New 
Jersey. 

The trial of Ulrich has been postponea 
from time to time sineé March 19, when

First Lot Against Deposits in 
Postal Banks Valued at 
Only 921. 


DEPOSITORS MUST PAY PAR 


A $200 Bond; the First Transferred, 
Brought $185, Which Was a Loss to 
the Owner of 7! Per Cent. 


The first lot of United States Govern- 
ment 2% per cent. bonds issued at par 
to despositors in the lately established 
postal savings system to come on the 
market, has sold at 92% Bankers pointed 
to this ‘sale yesterday as a practical 
demonstration of one serious problem 
connected with the operation of the 
postal savings system as operated under 
the law of June 25, 1910. 

The small. depositor who takes bonds 


maturity, twenty years hence, or until 
the Goveynment elects to redeem them, or 
if he has to realize on his holdings is 
forced to accept a heavy ioss of his 
principal. That is what has happened in 
the present instance. The holder of $200 
of these 2% per cent. bonds who bought 
them last July with money he had ac- 


‘| Cumulated in a postal savings bank, pay- 


ing. $200 for them, has now sold them 
for $185, suffering a loss of 7% per cent. 
of the principal invested. four months 
ago. 


The Post Office Department had just 
issued to the postal savings depositors a 
cirquiar calling their attention to the 
privilege of exchanging their postal sav- 
ings deposits, which bear 2 per cent, in- 
terest, for the 244 per cent. bonds payable 
twenty years after the date of their issue 
and. redeemable after one year at tho 
option of the Government. 

Under the provisions of the act of postal 
savings deposits may be.exchanged for 
these 2% per cent. bonds on Jan. 1 and 
July 1 of each year. : 

The first sale of these bonds at a dis- 
count of 7% per cent. was pointed to 
yesterday as a timely reminder of the 
risk assumed by the postal savings de- 
positor, who takes a 2% per cent. bond, 
which is not redeemable at the option of 
the holder, in lieu of a deposit in.a postal 
savings bank, which though it draws only 
2 per cent. interest can be withdrawn at 
any time without loss.

LONDON, Tuesday, Nov. 7.—Dr. Mor- 
rison, The Times's Correspondent at 
Peking, cables as follows:

It will remain in Pe-' 
king whatever happens, but.many Prin- 
cesses and noble ladies have sought the 
protection of the foreign concessions.

Reichmann ‘Says Fate of Car- 
negie Trust Was Wrapped Up — 
in Many Other Enterprises. 


THINKS IT ENTIRELY PROPER 


Lynam Trustee Explains About $140, 
000 Fund—Bradiey Martin's Version 
ef Agreement Not Verified. 


Evidence strongly favoring the defense 
was intfoduced at the trial of William J. 
Cummins for grand larceny just before 
adjournment yesterday when Michael J. 
Lynam took:the stand to tell what was 
done with the fund of $140,000 which 
Cummins 4s accused of stealing. Lynam 
was @ sort-of handy man for Cummins. 
He was origitally employed by a dry 
goods firm in Nashville, later becoming 
associated with Cummins through his 
brokerage business, the Cummins-Bennett 
Company. After Cummins came to New 
York “Lynam was elected City Recorder 
and Auditer of Nashville, but after serv- 
ing sixty days he resigned to join Cum- 
mins here. Altogether, he had known 
Cummins twenty years, ‘is said. 

Lynam’s testimony, as far as it went 
yesterday, fitted In with the theory of the 
defense and: controverted that of Bradley 
Martin, Jr., on which the prosecution 
chiefly ‘rests. Mr. Martin testified that 
the fund of $140,000, which was raised 
by discounting the notes of Charles A. 
Moore, Jr., and the Merchants and Munu- 
facturers’ Securities Company, a Cum- 
mins enterprise, at the Nineteenth Ward 
Bank, of which Mr. Martin was Presi- 
dent, was to be held in trust by the’Car- 
negie Trust Company until used in pay- 
ing off notes of the Van Nordens, in or- 
der to recover stock of the Twelfth and 
Nineteenth Ward Banks, given as coliat- 
eral for the Van Norden notes, the pur- 
pose being to prevent the stock of these 
banks from being’ thrown on the market. 
Besides this $140,000 the fund comprised 
$195,000, similarly raised by discounting 
at the Van Nordén Trust Company the 
notes of Cummins, Reichmann, and Mar- 
tin J. Condon. .When.the checks for these 
sums reached the Carnegie Trust Com- 
pany, they were indorsed to Cummins per- 
sonally, and he deposited them in his own 
account, immediately using the money to 
pay of notes. of Reichmann, Moore, Con- 
don, and himself, and making payments 
to several Cummins énterprises.. 

‘The contention of the defense is that 
the fund was raised to protect the situa- 
tion generally of the Carnegie Trust’ Com- 
pany, Van Norden’ Trust. Company, 
Twelfth and Ninteenth Ward Banks, and 
other Cummins enterprises by acquiring 
stock of any of the four banks as condi- 
tions made necessary; that its use was 
not confined to notes of the Van Nordens; 
that it was the stock acquired, and not 
the. money raised for the purpose that 
was to be held im trust, and that the 
stock acquired was actually trusteed with

ANOTHER ILL AFTER AATING 


Father of Dead Policeman Seized with 
Pains — Widow in Jalil After 
Court at Her Bedside, 


CHICAGO, Nov. 6.—Two new witnesses 
came forward to-day to accuse Mrs. 
Louise Vermilya, the widow: arrested on 
charges of poisoning Policeman Arthur 
Bissonette, of having knowlédge of the 
manner in which some of the eight other 
persons who have died beneath her roof 
of similar ailments came to their deaths. 
The identity of the new witnesses was 
| €isclosed by Coroner Hoffman. after the 
widow had been served with a warrant 
and after she had been removed to. the 
county jail, where she apparently is re- 
covering from the attempt on Saturday 
to poison herself. 

Acting on the story of one of the wit- 
nesses, the Coroner left to exhume the 
body of' Frank Brinkamp, son of- Mra, 
Vermilya’s first husband, and one of the 
first of ‘those. to succumb to the ‘attacks 
of acute stomach disorder. The grave is 
in Waldheim Cemetery,. near. Chicago. 

Arthur F. Bissonette, father of the dead 
Policeman, was one of the new witnesses, 
and he disclosed himself as.another who 
had encountered the mysterious stomach 
com laint: while in the Vermilya ‘home. 

went to visit my son the day before 
he was taken to the hospital,’ said Mr. 
Bissonette. ‘‘I had two — at the 
Vermilya home. After eating ham and 
eggs, on which I put pepper from a tin 
box, I had severe pains in my stomach. 
I got an emetic at the druggist's, and was 
relieved for a while, but the pains still 
are with me.’ 

The other witness was Miss Elizabeth 
Nolan; former fiancée of Frank Brin- 
kamp, who in ‘an affidavit charged that 
her intended husband had made state- 
ments on his death bed virtually charg- 
ing his ste -mother with having ** done 
away with him

LAYS 89 DEATHS TO DRIVERS. 


Joy Riders and’ Ignorant Autoists a 
Serious Menace, Says Cornell. 


Responsibility for the killing of eighty- 
nine people and the serious injury of 855 
others in automobile accidents in the 
street’ of Greater New York since Jan. 
1, was attributed yesterday. by Col. Ed- 
ward 8. Cornell, Secretary of the National 
Highways Protective Society, to “joy 
riding, reckless chauffeurs, ignorant 
owners of cars and irresponsible night- 
hawk cabmen.”

The trouble with the efforts the Gov- 
erfiment is making .to cope with the 
trust problem arises ‘from the fact that 
the underlying assumption of the Sher- 


{man anti-trust law, under which its ac- 


tions are brought, is that the policy of 
unrestricted competition still subserves 
the best interests of the public. 

The steps the Government has taken 
-+have not had the effect of increasing com- 
petition, but in most cases of establishing 
precedents which will interfere with prop- 
er methods of business now almost univer- 
sally followed. It is assumed by many 
that the present policy of the Depart- 
‘ment of Justice of attack under the Sher- 
man anti-trust law upon present methods 


‘| of doing business is a general ore. 


Whatever may be the inference to be 
drawn from the remarks of the Attorney 
General as to his future procedure, the 
fact remains that he has barely passed 
the edge of. the field of his possible act- 
ivity. The alarming feature of the situa, 

tion'is that, with nothing practically pe 4 
onstrated in the way. of ‘relief to the 
public through his past actions’in a com- 
paratively small number of possible cases, 
the indirect destruction of values, and 
the depressing effect upon business which 
has resulted point to a great future in- 
jury to business when the. Department of 
Justice fairly enters its crusade. 

And if there be potency for evil in the 
policy of the general Government pro- 
ceeding against corporations doing an in- 
ter-State business, we may properly be 
apprehensive when the Attorneys General 
of the different States and the. prosecut- 
ing attorneys of the different counties of 
the States, following the example of ‘the’ 
Government and acting under the existing 
local and unehforced anti-trust laws, at- 
tack local industries operating under 
trade agreements. 

Many Trade Agreements. 

Let no. one underestimate the number 
of trade agreements in existence in the 
Whited States. The United States Consu- 
lar reports state:than: in 1905 there’ were 
885. cartels or agreements in restraint of 
trade in existence in Germany, where they 
are encouraged in behalf of the general 
public and have no political opposition. 

I believe it no exaggeration to state 
that in the United States we have five 
When 
the agreements among local retailers, 
district wholesalers, local and district 
manufacturers, publishers, labor unions, 
contractors, employers; and employes are 
considered, existing, as they do, through- 
out almost the entire:country,. some rea- 
sonable in their nature and some unrea- 


sonable, an idea ‘may be gained of how. far 


the business interests of this country have 
already adopted the. new order of co-op- 
eration as against the old one of unre- 
stricted competition, ~ 

So settled*a thing in the business of the 
country is this new order that the busi- 
ness man is only beginning -tq realize 
that the system has received a peremptory 
challenge. He is coming to: understand 
that this. attack of the Department of 
Justice is not simply an attack upon the 
rich or upon great corporations, it is an 
attack upon industry and the system un- 
der which it now operates. 

The two most discussed methods of deal. 
ing with the trust question are the 
method proposed bythe radicals ang the 
Taft method. The ‘radical recommenda- 
tion seems to be t© amend the Sherman 
anti-trust law so that» the flexibijity 
imparted to it by ‘the recent decision of 
the United States Supreme Court is de- 
stroyed and all agreefments in restraint 
of trade, reasonable or unreasonable, are 
made illegal. 

Days of Competition Gone. 
‘.That such a plan is even ‘suggested 
indicates the’ confidence felt by /radical 
politicians in the success of a litical 
crusade against corporations which must 


draw its strength from the passions and 


prejudices rather than from the reason of 
our people. 

It hardly seems worth while to discuss at 
length this proposal. Our people are too 
intelligent to. wish’ to hark back to the 
old, methods of unrestricted competition. 
These have gone forever, like antiquated 
methods of transportation and manu- 
facture 

The Taft method seems to be the in- 
voking of the Sherman anti-trust law to 
dissolve consolidated corporations into

will result only in compelling ‘the scat-. 


tered constituents, stili allied in common 
interests and ownership,.to>do their busi- 
ness at a somewhatgreater cost, which 
the public will chiefly pay; ‘but it can no 
more restore the old condition of compe- 
tition than it can compel a man te bid 
against himself at a public auction. 

We are all affected by. the attitude 
which the Government is now taking upon 
this quéstion. No man who labors with 
his hands can stand by in safety and ex- 
pect to see the rich suffer and himself 
escape. He may feel that he does not re- 
ceive his fvll share of the product of the 
enterprise of which he is a part, but he 
will not be helped by having the enter- 
prise crippled. 

It is easier to destroy than to upbuild. 
An iron olt thrown by an ignorant or @ 
ruthless hand into a great engine run- 
ning at full speed may destroy it. One 
man may destroy a building upon whose 
energies thousands have toiled. The 
agents of Government, now s0 active in 
throwing missiles into the great machine 
of National industry, will assuredly make 
their ‘impression. 


Sherman Law Inefficient. «-: 


But it is of little use to rail against mis- 
taken methods of securing progress. The 
Administration, if doing nothing more, is 
at least demonstrating ‘the inefficiency 
and inutility of the Sherman anti-trust 
law. What we, as business men, should 
turn dur minds to at present is the proper 
steps to be taken in legislation which will 
be forward and not backward. ; 

The recent attacks m business have 

ae advocacy of ifl- 
considered measures. Federal Micenée of 
corporations in the present state of our 
laws will increase our dangers, for it will 
only invite additional attacks or addi- 
tional destrictions upon the proper and le- 
gitimate business. of. corporations: 

As a matter of fact, Federal license is 
mainly advocated by men who-seem to 
feel that this would relieve them from 
Administration attack, provided _ they 
carry out directions which they assume 
the law will in some way include. Fed- 
eral license in itself does.not mean pro- 
tection. ; 

The fact that the Second: Bank of the 
United States was chartered by the Gov- 
ernment was only an invitation to the 
Jackson Administration to destroy it, and 
when it was destroyed among its chief 
enemies were the Government Directors 
of the bank who had acted as spies., 

“ Federal license may be an incident to 
the proper solution of the problem, but in 
itself it is no more a solution of. the fun- 
damental principles at stake than is the 
Sherman -anti-trust law. We should, 
however, have a new law upon our stat- 
uté books during this transition period 
when we are solving the true relationship 
of the old theory. of competition with the 
new condition of co-operation—while we 


are seeking to find thé proper legislative 


expression of the compromise between 
cut-throat competition and’ unrestricted 
monopoly which American business is al- 
ready recognizing in practice. 

Otters a Solution. 

While we are seeking a proper solution, 
the law which I propose will allow us to 
do it with the minimum of business dis- 
aster, and it will aid us in finding a way 
to the fitia) solution by making us, as a 


people, more acquainted with the nature 


and purposes cf agreements in restraint 
of trade. *

The tribunal, ‘ however, shall have ie 
power, upon its own initiative, to re 
the authority granted to carry out sich 
agreement, if it should prove, after trial, 
to be’ injurious to the public in the judg- 
ment of the tribinal. If such proposed 
agreement in the firat instance be regard- 
ed by the tribunal! as injurious to the pub- 
lic, it shall refuse to sanction it, and If it 
is then entered into the makers shal! be 
Hable to prosecution under the: Sherman 
anti-trust law. 

There shall be the right of appeal froth 
the decision of the tribunal to the. courts 
in regard ‘to the mableness of a con- 
tract in restraint of trade—by the proper 
public’officials in the case of the authori- 


of the parties applying in case of a re- 
fusal to sanction such a contract. 
Advantages of His Pian. 

Pending a decision, on appeal to the 
courts by a public prosecutor where an 
agreement has been authorized and ,has 
not been recalled by the tribunal, the 
agreement shall be-operative and the con- 
tracting parties free from prosecution. If 
the courts shall decide upon such-an ap- 
deal against the agreement, it .shall be 
canceled, and further operations under Tt 
shall be subject to the penalties 6f the 
Sherman anti-trust lew. 

Such a law will have the folowing ad- 
vantages: - 

First—It .doem not interfere with any 
existing rights.of the Departmént of Jus- 
tice to have adjudicated, under the Sher- 
man anti-trust act, the reasonableness of 
the business of inter-State corporations. | wo 

Second—Under the present holding of the 
Supreme Court, agreements.in restraint 
of trade are now made both at the risk 
of the public and of the business men 
making them—at: the risk of the public, 
because in the case of ‘an unreasonable 
contract it remains in'force and the pub- 
lic suffers ‘until after long adjudication 
the court declares it unreasonable; &t the 
risk of the men making it, for they can- 
not know in advance whether the court 
will hold such agreement reasonable or 
unreasonable, and whether in consequence 
they will be held as criminals.or not when 
the adjudication. is.completed. 

Third—This law invites men having 
trade agreements already in effect, which 
they regard as reasonable, to make them 
public and toe request review of them by 
the tribunal in order to relieve them- 
selves of the possibility of,actibns against 
themfersonally under the penal ‘code. 

Benefits of Publicity, 

Fourth—This publicity will educate the 
public in the ai ction to be made be- 
tween reasonable a unreasonable agree- 
ments in restraint of trade and aid in re- 
vealing the true nature and vast im- 
Portance' of the problem which must be 
solved. 

Fifth—It will gradually segregate the 
men and corporations engaging, in fair 
trace agreements who are willing to sub- 
ject them to the preliminary fest of a 
public consideration by the tribunal from 
those unwilling to do this. 

Sixth—It does not involve coercion, ‘for 
submission to the tribunals is voluntary. 

Seventh-—Under-this law the proper con- 
duct of business, which is ‘the important 
thing, rather than the form of its organ-¥ 
ization, will be emphasized. 

To sum up, under the proposed law the 
quéstion of the public interest, which is of 
prime importance, will be decided by an 
impartial public tribunal at the time the 
contract is sought to be framed. If it is 
held to be unreasonable it cannot go into 
effect and the public will not syffer in the 
meantime. - 

At the same time the men dedtring to 
make it have the same opportunity of re- 
lief from the courts later that ‘they have 
now. If, however, it.1s held by the tri- 
bunal to be reasonable, the business man 
can engage in it without fear of prosecu- 
tion until the court has decided against 
him, when .he.must desist, under penalty. 

The Depa: ent of Justice is now bom- 
barded with requests for their opinion 
upun such, questions, because good busi- 
ness men desire to take no risk ‘with the 
law, and, rather than -run the risk of 
prosecution for something they do not re- 
gard as criminal, are seeking to have the 
Department of Justice; an association of 
lawyers, assume the powers of review 
upon business methods which this tribunal 
would assume.

Less than one-third of the 
yoters who elected the Govetnor 
thought it worth while even to mark 
their ballots regarding constituttonal 
amendments. And the election officers 
Were more contemptuous than the 
électorate. ‘The vote from this city 
was canvassed with fourteen  dis- 
tricts missing. In one district-500 af- 
firmative ballots. were counted’ void, 
and thirty boards were brought before 
the canvassers. for misconduct. Thirty- 
seven. returns were unintelligible, and 
were corrected from memory. In some 
districta blank ballots were counted. as 
not nays, and therefére equivalent to 
yeas, In other districts the ‘argument 
was reversed and blank ballots were 
counted nays. ~ For the most part the 
constitutional. amendments were _re- 
garded as a nuisance and the least at- 
tention thought safe was paid to them.

That is to say, if the merits’are at all 
doubtful there is only one-sixth of a 
chance that the negative side will pre- 
vail. This is the more disheartening 
because there is small:chance that the 
merits will be. considered in specific 
cases. It.is much more likely that the 
voters who take any trouble at all will 
Lvote all nays or’all yeas. The likeliest 
thing is.that the voters will not ex- 
press their intentions with even a part 
of the care and interest with which 
they vote upon candidates. The fadt 
being that two-thirds of the electorate 
were Junwilli to mark their ballots 
at the last constitutional election, the 
probability is that not: even ‘one-third 
of those who may voté this year will 
have so much as read the proposals. 
We urgently counsel all who wish to 
discharge their duties as citizens to 
have an opinion on the important 
amendments and to express it. Mso 
we wish to impress upon the watchers 
and the counters of the vote that the 
amendments really mean something, 
and that the vote upon them ig worth 
being put on the record. The candi- 
dates-elected or defeated ‘will be known 
the next day. It is likely to be a month 
before the vote on the amendments: is 
known, and it may never be any better 
known than in the case of ' previous 
constitytional returns, ' when. the suspi-. 
clon that the votes. were cooked: was 
never entirély dispelled. The. people 
to-day will give instructions ‘to future 
Legislatures and to the courts regard- 
ing the subjects. embodied in the 
amendments. A constitutional election 
ought not to be a farce or a routine 
matter. The matters to be decided to- 
day are important enough ‘to affect the 
solvency of any pri¥ate.concetn inak- 
ing like decisions.

ymond Hitchcock not in the title role, 
for they have actuaily conceived and ex- 
ecuted a musical play with a plot which 
is searcely lost sight of during ‘the turee 
acts, ani original. feat worthy of eypp-e- 
ciation. In so doing they even took ths 
trouble to make the plot a good ose, the 


dialogue clever, and -the lyrics lstenabie 
to. Modern American ingenuity in this 
direction could scarcely go further. 

There are times in ‘*The Red Widow" 
when drama is not seven leagues away, 
and there’ are few moments when some 
ong is not saying sométhing worth listen- 
ing tv.. The authors, in fact, have evolved 
a’ scenario which bolds the attention, ‘and 
contrived lines which catch. the ear. Daz- 
vling dialogue is dangerous in. this age. 
wince: Oscar Wilde .inyented. it,.most of 
that which has been’ written s never 
gvtten over any footlights, but the almost 
constant daughter of last night’s audience 
testified to the fact. that the spell is bro- 
ken again for the time being. 

‘The Red Widow,”. as the’ title perhaps 
Goes not tmply, is-a WNihilistic drama, 
which opens in a scene which is so very 
clever that it merits a word of description 
on its own account. This is the foyer of 
the Alcazar Music Hall in Paris. As the 
Astor curtain. rose this foyer was dis- 
closed, with the back of the circle of 
boxes, reached by two staircases. Over 
these boxes ohe could catch a glimpse of 
the top of«the Alcazar stage, and presently 
the curtain of t. stage Gescended as 
the audiencé sauntered out. 

The effect was astonishing and good, 
and led one to e a re very nice things to 
follow, and they did in short order. Miss 
Gertrude Vanderbilt was one of the first 
of them. To revert to the plot, it con- 
cerns one Cicero Hannibal utts, manu- 
facturer of C. H. B..Corsets, from Yon- 
kers, who, quite by accident, meéts the 
Red Widow in London. She ‘needs a 
passport-to go to St. Petersburg, where 
she. has intentions of blowing up the 
Czar, and as Butts is headed that way, 
and as Mrs. Butts conveniently decides 
to stay on in London, she feizes the op-4 
portunity to present the/matter in a 
favorable. @nough light to Hannibal, so 
.that he consents to take her to St. Peters- 
burg, in spite of the fact that. at first 
he protests that. ‘the game is not worth 
the scandal.”’ 

It is In ‘Petersburg that:he first be- 
;comes acquainted with the-fact that he 
is traveling with a dangerous woman, and 
the situation, in which he and Anna Var- 
vara dine with the Chief of; Police hu- 
morously brings: matters to a climax. The 
scheme is still further ——— by the 
facts that Anna, the Red Widow, is in 
love with one of the. Czar's officers, and 
that the real Mrs. Butts arrives on’ the 
scene and is arrested. 

The last act occurs in the Czar’s Win- 
ter Palace, where the complicated situa- 
tions become acjusted to the satisfaction 
of the characters and the audience. In 
the execution of this idea the autHors 
fhave .shown themselves tobe tireless. 
Seldom have they found ‘ft necessary. to 
resort to the song and dance, or anyt ing. 
else which . conventionally tepresents 
Broadway, in order to extricatg them- 
selves from the necessity of inventing 
more situations. The piece is honestly 
clever and ‘amusing. Last night's audi- 
ence enjoyed it thoroughly,.and there is 
no reason to believe that the Astor The- 
atre. has not found another piece which 
will keep up its record for long runs. 

It would be pleasant to be able w speak 
of the music in as high-terms as the book, 
but this unfortunately is im ible. The 
composer, Charles J. Gebest, has written 
his music in an entirely different 
from that in which the play was —— 
In the two dramatic situations. at. the 
end of the second act ahd in she third 
where ensemble music is needed to dra- 
matically rtray the situation, Mr. Ge- 
best has failed absolutely tu: give ary 
assistance to the authors. In fact, these 
situations would be much more effective 
if-the words were spoken at these times 
instead of sung. 

The rest of the music is of a cheracter- 
istic Broadway type. Its worst fault is 
—* it will become popular. “I Love 

You, Dear,” which one hears at ‘the rise 
of the’ first curtain and then on until the 
finish, is bound to be sung and played 
and whistled to death.
